END OF WEEK

Local Growers Report 
From IO to 75 
Per Cent of 
Normal.

HARD HIT BY 
COLD WEATHER 


With blossoms on peach trees in 
Adams county ready to burst into 
bloom by the latter part of this 
week if warmer weather prevails, 
fruit growers in the county today 
estimated 
their 
individual 
peach 
yields at from IO to 75 per cent of 
last year's crop. 
O. C. Rice, of Biglerville, who: " 
large orchard along the Biglerville 
road, north of here, was hard hit by 
the sub-zero temperatures on sever­ 
al occasions during the past winter, 
today estimated that his crop this 
year would be only IO per cent nor­ 
mal. 
"Old trees were particularly hard 
hit by the cold weather,” Mr. Rice 
said, "while trees 
six 
and 
seven 
years old seemed to withstand the 
cold better. It will be impossible to 
determine exactly the yield in my 
orchards until after the blossoms 
open and pollinizatton takes place. 
Crop Hard Kit 
"Previously, when we experienced 
extremely cold weather, the peaches 
failed to reach their full size. 
At 
present. I estim ate th at my crop will 
be about IO per cent normal.” 
At the Blue Ribbon orchard, be­ 
tween Mummasburg and Arendts­ 
ville, Glenn Slay haugh, manager, 
estimated the peach crop on his 
place at 20 per cent normal. 
The 
outlook for 
cherries 
and 
apples, 
however, is extremely bright, Mr 
Slaybaugh said 
On the farm of William Oyler. the 
peach crop is estim ated at from 60 f 
to 75 per cent normal, and on the 
farm of Harvey Oyler, Hie yield of 
peaches will probably be 35 to 50 
per cent normal. 
William Oy ler j 
said if freezing weather does not kill 
Borne of the buds on his trees he 
will be forced to thin out his orchard 
to improve Hie size and quality of 
his fruit, 
Arthur E. Rice, of Biglerville, who. 
aside 
from 
owning 
large 
peach ; 
orchards, buys and ships many car­ 
loads of the fruit from Adams coun­ 
ty summed up the situation of the 
growers by asserting that the coun­ 
ty's peach crop this year will be from 
one-third to one-half normal. 
Mr. Rice estimated that in normal i 
years, Adams county's peach crop 
will 
total 
approximately 
200.000 
bushels.

Oldest General Officer in the Army of Northern Virginia 


Wounded and Captured at Gettysburg

1862, where the union 
army, known as the army of Vir­ 
ginia. commanded by General Pope, 
met Lee’s two corps in command of 
Longs t reel and Jackson, General 
Trimble, who was never lacking in 
daring, captured Pope's supply tram 
at Manassas junction.

accomplished with two regiments;

wounded and incapacitated 
for field service for some time; for 
this act of daring he was promoted 
to the rank of major general on 
I ('commendation of Jackson.

earthly stage upon

war parts were acted in desperation

changed; but the hearts of men. I 
who came later and 
remembered 
those who slept in death on this 
battlefield, were changed as by a 
m iracle—the m iracle of love 
and 
brotherhood of man. 
Significant Event 
"As a guest of the grand com ­ 
m andery of Pennsylvania and of 
Gettysburg 
com mandery 
No. 
79. 
K nights Tem plar, I was deeply ap ­ 
preciative of the privilege and hon­ 
or of attending this significant and 
dram atic 
event. 
G reat 
emotion 
stirred 
my 
heart, 
and 
thoughts 
winged back over the years, as I 
looked dowm th a t shrubbery and 
flower decked avenue in the Na­ 
tional cemetery. Up through a lace­ 
work 
of 
green 
trees and 
park- 
beauty, over which sunlight and 
shadows pleasantly mingled, came 
the long lines of m arching T em p­ 
lars; m arching 
to 
a 
festival 
of 
prayer and praise for the— 
“ Faith of our Fathers! Living 
still 
In spite of dungeon, fire 
and 
sword.’ 
“The Tem plars in all the splen­ 
dor of baldrics and cross-decorated 
uniforms, with white plumes like a 
wave 
of 
trium ph, draw n swords 
glittering 
in 
the 
sunlight, 
with 
cross-bla2oned 
banners and flags 
carried proudly and for the cause 
of 
C hristian 
knighthood, 
came 
m arching through that city of dead 
as a promise of the fulfillm ent of 
their great sacrifice. 
“It seemed to me th a t this festi­ 
val 
service 
comm em orating 
the 
Ascension of a 
Risen 
Lord, 
was 
merely another stage of that great 
spiritual 
reconstruction 
w h i c h 
Abraham Lincoln began building in 
his memorable words; 
“ We 
are 
not 
enemies, 
but 
friends—’ 
"Tem plars from both north and 
southlands now gathered here in a 
C hristian and patriotic celebration 
and to pay 
honor to 
those who 
m ade the suprem e sacrifice for the 
preservation of the nation. 
Marked Contrast 
"B ut what a contrast between 
wartim e Gettysburg and 
the 
n a­ 
tional shrine of today. 
On 
this 
same ground, then a corn-field and 
changed into a raging battlefield, on 
this Sabbath afternoon 
the 
birds 
were sweetly 
singing, 
the flowers 
blooming in all their fragrance and 
beauty, and m en were meeting with 
smiles; men from Virginia and New 
York meeting with hearty greetings 
and clasped hands, instead of the 
hail of bullets. 
On this same spot 
seventy years 
ago shot and 
shell 
and the horrors of war filled 
the 
air—but on this later day of which 
I write, it was a festival of song and 
words of reverence for the deeds of 
the brave on this battlefield. Then 
it was chaos, turmoil, death and de­ 
struction; today it was an outward 
expression of brotherly love, charity 
and mercy; a grouping of hearts a t­ 
tuned to thoughts of 
Christianity 


battlefield. 
Many Legends 
"Around 
Gettysburg 
there 
are 
many legends 
and 
traditions of 
Masonic recognition between foes. 
One of unusual dram a and tragedy 
is here related, for its heart appeal. 
"At the head of this procession of 
Knights 
Tem plar 
resplendant 
in 
their 
cross-embellished 
uniforms, 
was carried a tem plar banner the 
story of which stirs the imagination. 
On its white surface is painted a 
dram atic Civil war scene. 
It pic­ 
tures a masonic incident between 
the meeting 
of foes at 
the 
high 
point of savagery and blood-shed 
upon 
this 
famous 
battlefield 
of 
Gettysburg. No w ritten history of 
this incident seems to exist, 
but 
there is the legend handed down by 
word-of-m outh and 
which 
estab­ 
lished historical facts seem to sub­ 
stantiate. 
"The story reaches a sublime M a­ 
sonic lesson and one which reveals a 
m an’s pot of gold at the end of a 
war-glory rainbow!. 
And in this 
pot of gold he found the greatest 
treasure possible for any m an to 
find. 
"A confederate 
officer, General 
L. A. Armistead, was leading a bri­ 
gade in Pickett’s famous charge in ­ 
to the ‘angle’ where occurred the 
most ferocious 
fighting, 
unprece­ 
dented carnage 
and the greatest 
sacrifice of life within a few m in­ 
utes of fighting. 
General 
Armi­ 
stead was m ortally wounded while 
leaping over the stone wall 
and 
urging the men about him to press 
forward their .attack. 
So great had 
been their m om entum that, despite 
their great losses, some of the con­ 
federates reached as far as thirty 
paces inside the federal lines. 
G allant Soldier 
"Armistead, 
a 
gallant 
soldier, 
seeking the glory and fame of war, 
a general who for hts bravery be­ 
came a hero, had reached the point 
in life where all the future depend­ 
ed upon leading his soldiers to vic­ 
tory. 
But a bullet from the enemy 
instantly changed his thought from 
war-glory to a secret 
sign 
and 
word which became a t th at moment 
the great treasure of his life. This 
was 
tile appeal of a brother 
in 
distress. 
“In his dying agony he rem em ­ 
bered a word which every Mason, 
knows and will recognize. He m ur­ 
m ured th at word. 
A nothern sol­ 
dier who heard it, but did not un­ 
derstand carried it to an officer of 
the federal forces. 
The story is 
th a t G eneral Hancock Immediately 
came to the side of the dying con­ 
federate 
general. 
They satisfied 
each other th a t they had journeyed 
the same way and had taken the 
same vows. 
"The painting on the banner of 
Gettysburg 
commandery No. 
79, 
shows the dying confederate offi­ 
cer turning over his watch, valu­ 
ables and giving a last word for 
his dear ones to the northern of­ 
ficer who knelt by his side. 
Per­ 
haps the federal officer was "re­ 
membering to extend chanty to the 
fallen foe." 
No doubt the Tem plar 
endowm ent of the sword came to 
his 
m ind; 
And having subdued 
your enemy, regard him no longer 
as a foe, but extend to him th a t 
glorious attribute of Diety—mercy.’ 
"All about them the battle wag­ 
ed. 
The 
terrible 
suffering 
and 
heavy loss of life at Lhe ‘angle’— 


where the stone walls of the federal 
lines m et—is the most tragic story 
of the Civil war. 
"In the heat of this battle broth­ 
er fought against brother, Mason 
against Mason, until the secret sign 
was given or the word spoken and 
then the bitter fighting was chang­ 
ed 
by 
the thoughts of Masonic 
brotherhood. 
“This historic tem plar banner re ­ 
veals th a t Masonic contact between 
men is greater th an all th e hatred 
and savagery as 
foe 
against 
foe 
upon the battlefield. 
This banner 
shows General Arm istead a t the end 
of his rainbow of glory and fame in 
the arm s of a brother Mason whom 
a m om ent before he had considered 
his enemy. 
He went to his great 
reward with his heart and soul a t­ 
tuned to the brotherhood of man, 
iii the lodge room memory of vows 
which brought him 
close 
to 
his 
Masonic brother even though a w ar­ 
time foe. 
"It may be considered a dram atic 
incident th a t this tem plar banner 
figures so conspicuously in any army 
of C hristian soldiers holding divine 
service w ithin this sacred cemetery 
where sleep those who fell in this 
same battle of Pickett’s charge. One 
could not help but 
think 
of 
the 
strange contrast between the M a­ 
sonic incident pictured on the ban­ 
ner and 
the 
inspiring 
scene 
of 
tem plars gathered for this Ascen­ 
sion service.

destruction. 
It 
was 
impressing upon 
another 
genera­ 
tion th at the vows of a Mason are 
sacred and bring peace and consola­ 
tion at the dark hour of need. T hat 
(he force and power of battle pass 
away 
when 
hands

friendly and brotherly grip. 
"This banner of the Gettysburg 
commandery has been carried many 
years. 
It was adopted 
wTien 
the 
commandery was 
first organized. 
The painting stands as an example 
of 
the 
charity 
and 
mercy 
of 
Masonry and Templary. 
It teaches 
th a t Masonic principles hold the 
hearts of m en together even when 
minds are in conflict and swords 
are drawn against each other. 
It 
brings forcibly to the 
m ind 
th a t 
Tem plars recognize 
the 
spiritual 
force of mercy, of charity, and of 
love as being a divine attribute even 
when men fight 
to 
destroy 
each 
other. 
“And so may many other men 
find. Just as this brave Confederate 
officer discovered, th a t the pot of 
Gold at the end of the rainbow of 
life can contain no greater treasure 
than —‘Brotherly Love.’ ”
